Thad a 2 watt transistorized portable Laffayette 
6 meter AM rig hooked up mobile in my ‘65 
Fairlane, to an un-tuned piece of (I think) the 
right coax, and a 1/4 wave whip on a ‘big 
spring’ on the rear bumper.
